Electronic devices are available to help 
blind people differentiate between bills, but 
many complain that they are slow, expensive 
and unreliable. Visually impaired shoppers 
frequently rely on store clerks to help them.

Pelosi Skips Hastings for Intel Post 


Speaker-to-be nixes 
bid in move that could 
disrupt party unity 

WASHINGTON | In a decision that 
could roil Democratic unity in 
the new House, Speaker-to-be 
Nancy Pelosi passed over Rep. 
Alcee Hastings Tuesday for the 
chairmanship of the Intelligence 
Committee. 

Hastings, currently the No. 2 
Democrat on the panel, had been 
aggressively making a case for the 


top position, supported by mem- 
bers of the Congressional Black 
Caucus. 

Critics pointed out that he had 
been impeached when he was a 
federal judge and said naming 
him to such a sensitive post would 
be a mistake just as the Democrats 
take over House control pledging 
reforms. 

“I am obviously disappoint- 
ed with this decision,” Hastings, 
D-Fla., said in a statement thank- 
ing his supporters. “I will be seek- 
ing better and bigger opportunities 


in a Democratic Congress.” 

He learned his bid for the chair- 
manship was unsuccessful during 
a closed- door meeting with Pelosi 
on Tuesday. 

In a state- 
ment, Pelosi, 
D-Calif., said 
Hastings has 
made nation- 
al security his 
highest priority. 
“He has served 
our country well, and I have full 
confidence that he will continue 


to do so,” she said. 

In a sign of the bitterness that 
has surrounded the debate, Hast- 
ings closed his statement by saying: 
“Sorry, haters, God is not finished 
with me yet.” 

The Black Caucus had no imme- 
diate comment. 

A Democratic congressional 
aide, who spoke on condition of 
anonymity about internal party 
deliberations, said Pelosi has not 
yet decided who will get the position 
when the new Congress convenes in

Arson Not Suspected 
In Group Home Blaze 


Mo. police set to rule 
out criminal activity 
in fire that killed 10 

ANDERSON, MO. I Investigators 
expect to rule out arson as the 
cause of a fire that killed 10 peo- 
ple at a group home for the elderly 
and mentally ill, a police spokes- 
man said Tuesday. 

Sgt. Jason Clark of the Missouri 
State Highway Patrol said he did not 
“foresee that something through the 
night will lead us to believe that this 
is an arson investigation.” 

Authorities had previously 
described Monday’s fire as suspi- 
cious but did not eliminate the pos- 


sibility of an accident. 

Clark said authorities do not 
have any suspects or persons of 
interest in the blaze at Anderson 
Guest House, but he declined to 
answer other questions about 
investigators’ findings. 

Officials have revealed little 
about what may have sparked 
the flames, which originated in 
an area that included a living 
room and some bedrooms. They 
scheduled a news conference for 
Wednesday. 

Coroner B.J. Goodwin said 
most of the victims had been asleep 
when the fire broke out. All of them 
died of smoke inhalation, he said.

Nurse, former guards 
accused in pummeling 
of boy at boot camp 

PENSACOLA, FLA. I Seven former 
guards at a juvenile boot camp 
were charged with aggravated 
manslaughter Tuesday in the vid- 
eotaped pummeling of a 14 -year- 
old boy who later died — a case that 
led to the dismantling of Florida’s 
military- style detention system for 
young offenders. 

Also charged was a nurse who 
can be seen on the tape watching 
as guards repeatedly kneed and hit

The death sparked protests at the 
state Capitol and led to a shake-up 
in Florida’s criminal justice system 
and the resignation of Florida’s top 
law enforcement officer. 

If convicted, the former guards 
and the nurse could get up to 30 
years in prison. Bail was set at 
$25,000 each. Nurse Kristin 
Anne Schmidt did not show up for 
an initial appearance Tuesday, and 
her attorney did not return a phone

Mayor Visits Man’s Family 



Bloomberg stands by 
remarks calling police 
shooting ‘excessive’ 

NEW YORK I Mayor Michael Bloom- 
berg met Tuesday with the family 
of the man who was killed on his 
wedding day in a barrage of poliee 
gunfire as he left his baehelor party, 
and investigators questioned a third 
eivilian witness. 

Three days after the fatal 
eneounter, it remained unelear 
why four deteetives and one poliee 
offieer opened fire while eonduet- 
ing an undereover operation at a 
strip elub. The unidentified witness 
was on a darkened bloek in Queens 
when five poliee offieers killed 
23 -year-old Sean Bell and injured 
two friends as the three sat inside 
a ear, offieials said. 

There are two other eivilian wit- 
nesses: one woman on the street 
who says she saw offieers firing their 
weapons, and a seeond woman who 
from her window spotted a man 


running away from the area around 
the time of the shooting. Investiga- 
tors are trying to determine whether 
that man had been with the three 
who were shot. 

On Tuesday, Bloomberg went 
to the Bell family’s Queens ehureh, 
where he met for about an hour with 
the parents and fianeee of the vietim, 
along with the Rev. A1 Sharpton. The 
mayor then met at a restaurant with 


about 50 eommunity leaders. 

The mayor held a similar meet- 
ing Monday at City Hall in whieh he 
deelared that offieers appeared to 
use “exeessive foree” when Bell was 
killed hours before his wedding. He 
stood by his eomments Tuesday. 

“I used the word exeessive and 
that’s fine,” he said. “That was my 
personal opinion. It may turn out to 
be that it was not exeessive.” (ap)

Bush: U.S. to Complete Iraq

President rejects talk 
of civil war ahead of 
al-Maliki meeting 

RIGA, LATVIA I Under intense pres- 
sure to change course, President 
Bush on Tuesday rejected sug- 
gestions Iraq has fallen into civil 
war and vowed not to pull U.S. 
troops out “until the mission is 
complete.” 

At the opening of a NATO 
summit, Bush also urged allies to 
increase their forces in Afghanistan 
to confront a strengthening Taliban 
insurgency. 

On the eve of his visit to Jordan 
for meetings with Iraqi Prime Min- 
ister Nouri al-Maliki, Bush por- 
trayed the battles in both Afghan- 
istan and Iraq as central fronts in 
a war “against the extremists who 
desire safe havens and are willing to 
kill innocents anywhere to achieve 
their objectives.” 

The stakes in Iraq are huge for 
Bush. His war policies were repu- 


diated in U.S. midterm elections 
that handed control of Congress to 
Democrats. A bipartisan blue-rib- 
bon panel is about to issue a report 
proposing changes in the adminis- 
tration’s approach in Iraq. 


Bush set the stage for the Jordan 
talks with a speech at the NATO 
summit here and at an earlier news 
conference in neighboring Estonia. 
The president said he was flexible 
and eager to hear al-Maliki ’s ideas

on how to ease the violence. 

“There’s one thing I’m not going 
to do — I’m not going to pull our 
troops off the battlefield before the 
mission is complete,” Bush declared 
in his speech. 

Earlier, speaking with report- 
ers in Tallinn during a joint news 
conference with Estonia’s president. 
Bush would not debate whether Iraq 
had fallen into civil war and blamed 
the increasing bloodshed on a pat- 
tern of sectarian violence that he 
said was set in motion last winter 
by al- Qaeda followers. 

“I’m going to bring this subject 
up, of course, with Prime Minister 
Maliki,” Bush said. “My questions 
to him will be : What do you need to 
do to succeed? What is your strat- 
egy in dealing with the sectarian 
violence?” 

Bush said he realized that “no 
question it’s dangerous there, and 
violent. And the Maliki govern- 
ment is going to have to deal with 
that violence, and we want to help

6 Iraqis Killed 
Amid Firefight 
With Insurgents 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I U.S. soldicrsfought 
with suspected insurgents using a 
building as a safe house in Ramadi 
on Tuesday, killing one Iraqi man 
and five females, ranging in age 
from an infant to teenagers, the 
U.S. military said. 

Ramadi, 70 miles west of Bagh- 
dad, has been the scene of some of 
Iraq’s fiercest fighting between U.S. 
forces and Sunni insurgents. It is the 
capital of Anbar province, where 
many Iraqi insurgents are based. 

The bloodshed came on a day 
that saw sectarian violence kill nine 
other Iraqis and wound about 50, 
police said. The bodies of 50 torture 
victims also were discovered, most 
of them in Baghdad and the city of 
Baqouba to the north, police said. 

The Iraqi Parliament voted to 
extend the country’s state of emer- 
gency through December, but the 
U.S. military warned of even worse 
sectarian violence after last week’s 
attack on Shiites in the capital, (ap)

Economy Shows 
Signs of Slowing 


Consumer confidence, 
home prices, durable 
goods orders all drop 

N E W Y 0 R K I Three pillars of the econ- 
omy — consumer confidence, orders 
for manufactured goods and home 
prices — showed surprising cracks 
on Tuesday, flashing signals that 
growth may slow more heading into 
the holiday shopping season. 

The New York-based Conference 
Board said its widely watched con- 
sumer confidence index fell to 102.9 
in November from a revised read- 
ing of 105.1 in October. November’s 
figure was the lowest since August’s 
100.2 and well below economists’ 
expectations of a 106 reading. 


That news arrived on the heels 
of a government report on durable 
goods that showed orders for big- 
ticket manufactured goods plunged 
8.3 percent in October — the largest 
drop in more than six years. 

And the median price of a home 
dropped to $221,000 in October, a 
decline of 3.5 percent from a year 
ago, according to the National Asso- 
ciation of Realtors. It was the big- 
gest year- over-year price decline 
on record. 

The reports drew some air out of 
any inflated hopes for a robust holi- 
day shopping season. Economists 
still believe it will be a decent sea- 
son, however, because of lower gas- 
oline prices, which have put more 
money in consumers’ pockets, (ap)

Ravens’ Expectations on the Rise 



With the division title 
nearly secure, team 
turns to loftier goals 

RAVENS I The Baltimore Ravens can 
clinch the AFC North title with a 
win in Cincinnati on Thursday 
night, no small accomplishment 
for a team that last year finished 
third with a 6-10 record. 

Three months ago, the Ravens 
would have been perfectly satisfied 
with earning the second division 
crown in franchise history. They 
would have boasted loudly about 
blanking the defending Super Bowl 
champions. 

Now, they ask: What else can 
we do? 

After dismissing the defending 
champion Pittsburgh Steelers under 
a barrage of nine sacks in a 27- 0 vic- 
tory Sunday, the Ravens (9-2) didn’t 
revel in humbling a bitter rival. Not 
long after the game ended, they were 
already looking ahead. 

“We’re just trying to get all the 
wins we can so we can have every- 
thing rolling for us in the playoffs,” 
said linebacker Terrell Suggs, who 
had six tackles and two sacks. “It 
was good knocking them out, but 
that’s a small victory alongside 
another.” 


The Steelers (4-7) are no longer 
a threat to Baltimore, and Cincin- 
nati (6-5) has only a mathemati- 
cal chance of retaining its divi- 
sion title. 

That would ensure the Ravens of 
their first trip to the playoffs since 
2003. Nice, but not good enough. 


“We’re not going to limit our- 
selves to just winning the division 
because if you do that, you set your- 
self up to lose in the playoffs,” wide 
receiver Derrick Mason said. “We 
have bigger aspirations and big- 
ger goals than just winning the 
division.”

ROADTEST | The Volkswagen Eos 
owes its name to the Greeks — Eos 
was the Titan goddess of the dawn, 
so the antiquarians at VW inform 
us — but owes its existence to the 
Vandals. In the fifth century, these 
indifferently groomed German- 
ic tribesmen raped and pillaged 
their way across Europe, stealing 
car stereos as they went. 

The Vandals finally, famously 
sacked Rome in 455. Since then. 
Vandals have been synonymous 
with wanton destruction — unless 
you’re a University of Idaho fan, in 
which case they’re synonymous with 
mediocre Division I football. 

Modern convertible tops can do 
many things: keep out the cold, the 
wet, the wild whistle of 100 mph. 
They’re routinely fitted with heat- 
ed glass backlights. They’re tighter 
than Britney’s prenup. But they can’t 
repel the dullest dime -store knife 
or hobby- shop razor. All it takes is 
five seconds and — ZCHITTTT — 
some malicious, tweaked-to-the- 
nines mental defective is performing 
a laparotomy on your ride. 

Thus the salient advantage of 
the proliferating class of retractable 
hardtops: security. Though it’s cer- 
tainly possible to violate the sanctity 
of a retractable hardtop with, say.

That’s awfully cute. The sunroof also 
offers an extremely effective pop-up 
deflector that dramatically cuts wind

That’s 
reassuring. Some retractable roofs 
on the market move as if they are 
lubricated with ketamine. 

In top-up repose, the Eos is an 
unremarkably attractive car.

From pools to Ambergris Cay’s beautiful beaches, there are plenty of reasons to 
stay near the water when vacationing in Belize. You might even getto petashark. 


Life’s a beach when 
taking a vacation in 
Belize’s Ambergris Cay 

G ETAWAY I “Wanna pet the shark?” 
The offer conies from a 21-year- old 
snorkel guide named Tony, who is 
bearing sardines. Two beige nurse 
sharks piggyback one another at our 
port side, almost begging as smaller 
fish pick off the chum before it even 
hits the water. 

But I’ve owned cats more likely 
to tear into flesh than the four-foot 
nurse sharks at Hoi Chan Marine 
Reserve. A protected three-square- 
mile area off Ambergris Cay, Hoi 
Chan abounds with sharks, fish and 
stingrays. They feel the thrum of an 
approaching boat, swim over when 
the engine stops, partake of the buf- 
fet, and then chill out at the bottom 
of the Caribbean until summoned by 
another outboard dinner bell. 

Throw in a hammock and a rum- 
based cocktail of your choice, and 
that’s also pretty much what life is 
like for humans at Belize’s top vaca- 
tion destination. 

“Welcome to paradise ! ” the bag- 
gage handler hails as I unfold from 
the 13 -seat plane that has brought 
us from the mainland to San Pedro, 
the island’s only town. 

The next afternoon, Tony takes 
me out to Hoi Chan. Six or seven 
other vessels are already there — a 
number that can easily quadruple 
during high season (December to 
May). For an amateur , the real- 
life “Finding Nemo” oceanscape 
is dazzling: blue tangs and parrot 
fish; silvery, thin barracudas; and 
flat flounder. Moray eels and a lit- 


tle octopus are hidden in the coral 
but are spotted easily by Tony. “I 
come here every day,” he shrugs. 

Wednesday evenings at San 
Pedro’s beachfront bar scene mean 
one thing: the chance to watch a 
chicken do its business. If your tick- 
et matches the numbered square 
the poultry performer poops on, 
you win $100. 

The World-Famous Chicken 
Drop has gone down at the Spindrift 
Hotel’s Pier Lounge every Wednes- 
day at 6 p.m. for 18 years. You pay 
500 for a number picked from ajar, 
toss back a few happy hour drinks, 
and gather around an outdoor pen 
to see how fast fresh coconut and 
half- cooked bacon travel through 
the animal’s system. “That’d make 


anybody crap,” promises Pier Lounge 
owner Jan Brown. 

“How many of you went diving 
today?” Brown asks the crowd. “Any- 
bocfysee aruin?”‘Anybo(fysee apool?” 
retorts Jason, a member of our group. 
‘Anybody see some horseshoes? I saw 
the bottom of a bottle.” 

Indeed, you’ll probably spend 
a lot of time just staring at the 
Caribbean, Belikin beer in hand. 
Might be at a bar, might be at a 
restaurant, might be at a resort — 
and not necessarily the one you’re 
staying at. Most beaches are small, 
and the tepid water is thick with sea 
grass. The entire shore of Amber- 
gris is public, which makes it easy 
to hop from bar to beach to resort.

MUSIC I Bambu Station’s roots 
are in the Virgin Islands, and its 
music’s heart is from Jamaica, but 
bandleader Jalani Horton is a long- 
time D.C. resident. He moved here 
from St. Thomas to attend Howard 
University, where he earned a politi- 
cal science degree. After he gradu- 
ated, Horton discovered his musi- 


cal talents. “I was writing poetry, 
and a friend of mine invited me to 
his home studio in 1995, and that 
evolved into me writing songs, not 
just poems,” he said. 

Horton’s group is now in its 10th 
year of making roots reggae with a 
social conscious, strongly influenced 
by Steel Pulse and the Wallers. 

Bambu Station’s new CD is 
“Break the Soil,” and Horton and 
Co. made their own breakthroughs 
recently. In 2005, Horton left his 
family-mediation job at the D.C.

from a viewer’s perspective, though 
very challenging for us as execu- 
tive producers, is we pick up pret- 
ty much exactly where we left off, 
which means that we follow totally 
separate plot lines,” said co- execu- 
tive producer Ethan Reiff.

“This is much more about 
who these people are and how they 
are going about day to day, whether 
as terrorists or FBI agents. And then 
we just have splashes when some 
kind of disturbing violence blows on 
the scene, and I think that makes 
it more scary, because, in away it’s 
more realistic.”

The former folkie 
Cat Stevens returns 
to music as Yusuf 

M U S I C I November sees the return to 
the world stage of the artist known 
internationally as Cat Stevens, more 
than a quarter- century after his last 
commercial recording. 

The release of Yusuf’s album 
“An Other Cup” marks the latest 
stage in the musical and spiritu- 
al journey of the British singer/ 
songwriter, born Steven Georgiou 
some 59 years ago. 

As Cat Stevens, he enjoyed his 
first success in the 1960s. In the 
1970s, albums such as “Tea for the 
Tillerman” went on to sell mil- 


lions internationally. But in 1978 
he became a Muslim, changing his 
name to Yusuf Islam, selling his gui- 
tar and giving up music. 

With “An Other Cup,” the singer’s 
gentle voice remains reassuringly 
familiar, and his melodic gifts and 
lyrical insights are undimmed. 

Did you ever think you would make 
a record again? 

I never really planned it, but [“Cup” 
CO -producer] Rick Nowells set me 
going. I’d done a live thing for 
[Nelson] Mandela’s AIDS charity 
in South Africa, so he knew I was 
moving towards musical expres- 
sion again. We met and ended up 
in a studio and I pulled out an old 
song and it felt so good — my voice

was still there. 

Why is the record being released 
under the single name Yusuf? 

Because “Islam” doesn’t have to be 
sloganized. The second name is like 
the official tag, but you call a friend 
by their first name. It’s more inti- 
mate, and, to me, that’s the mes- 
sage of this record. 

How long was it since you had 
played a guitar? 

Many years. I was never convinced 
that the Koran prohibited music, but 
I abstained from musical instru- 
ments to keep my balance and avoid 
any conflict. I’d got rid of them all. 

In retrospect, do you regret the 
long years away from music? 

No way, because I had to get a life 
and get off my high horse and join 
the human race. When you’re in that 
privileged position of being rich and 
famous, you can lose touch with

Shopping 


A new Web site 
reveals the goods 
made by prisoners 

Internet shopping knows no bound- 
aries, not even for products made 
behind bars. 

Maryland Correctional Enter- 
prises, the manufacturing divi- 
sion of the state Division of Cor- 
rection, has put its 182 -page catalog 
online. Now anyone can see, if not 
buy, hundreds of items the agency 
offers for sale to government agen- 
cies and Maryland nonprofit orga- 
nizations. The catalog is at http:// 
www.dpscs.state.md.us/mcem. 

The products include institution- 
al clothing, bedding, clocks, signs 

— and lots of furniture. Nearly 
half the pages are filled with fur- 
niture, including the Slammer table, 
designed for correctional environ- 
ments and named “because they put 
’em in the slammer,” said Jeff Bee- 
son, executive director of Maryland 
Correctional Enterprises’ board of 
directors. 

Topping the furniture offerings 
is the Traditional Veneer Line, with 
prices up to $1,885 for a U-shaped 
desk. 

There’s pure Maryland pride in 
the Canton Collection. It features 
nearly three dozen pieces made from 
scratch — unlike some of the other 
lines that are merely assembled at 
the prisons. The pieces are designed 
by furniture plant manager Rusty 
Hyatt, who lives in — where else? 

— Canton. 

The list of seating options reads 
like a Maryland geography lesson: 
Silver Spring, Chesapeake, Potomac, 
New Windsor, Frederick, Bel Air, 
Crisfield, Monkton, Hampstead, 
Ellicott, Allegany and Woodbine. 

“We’re proud to be Maryland. 
We’re proud to be the prison indus- 
try for Maryland,” Beeson said. 

He said MCE employs about 


1,600 inmates at nine prisons and 
in warehouse, delivery and photo- 
copying jobs outside prison walls. 
They are paid a base rate of $1.10 
to $2.60 a day, Beeson said. 

The agency sold $42.8 million 
worth of goods last year, making 
it 10th among prison industries in 
sales in the United States. 

Beeson said inmates who work 
in the plants tend to re-offend and 
return to prison at about half the 
rate of those who don’t. Inmates 
must have a high school diploma or 
GED to work for the agency, which 
can help with their schooling. 

“We truly believe we’re doing 
something good here,” Beeson 
said.

as keen on prison industries. The 
Independent Office Products and 
Furniture Dealers Association, 
based in Arlington, Va., supports 
a bill passed in September by the 
U.S. House of Representatives 
that would require Federal Pris- 
on Industries Inc. to compete on a 


more even footing with the private 
sector for federal contracts. A 2004 
law ended its monopoly on supply- 
ing office furniture and other items 
to federal agencies, but left it with 
some advantages, said Michael 
Ochs, the trade group’s director of 
government affairs. 

He said the association has con- 
centrated on the federal level, not 
the state level. But Ochs said state 
prison industries — and every state 
has such an agency — also cut into 
private industry sales. 

“We would like to see open and 
fair competition where the indus- 
try can compete on an equal foot- 
ing,” Ochs said. 

Maryland law requires state 
agencies to buy from Maryland 


Correctional Enterprises any goods 
or services it can provide at prices 
at or below the prevailing average 
market price. 

Beeson said Maryland Correc- 
tional Enterprises tries to limit 
its negative economic impact on 
the private sector by producing 
things not made by Maryland 
companies. 

“Every year we study it, and for 
the whole state of Maryland, we 
constitute less than 3 percent of 
anyone’s business in any one cat- 
egory,” he said. 

One category in which the agen- 
cy has no competition is license 
plates. It makes every tag sold in 
Maryland, accounting for $3.8 mil- 
lion in sales, david dishneau (ap)

South of the Border 
draws weary drivers 
and family reunions 

What’s kitschy, glitzy and promoted 
by 175 giant billboards for hundreds 
of miles along Interstate 95? 

The answer is South of the 
Border, in Dillon, S.C., a 350 -acre 
roadside attraction with shops, res- 
taurants and some really odd con- 
crete statues, including a collection 
of iconic Pedros, a cartoon mascot 
with a Mexican theme. 

It’s highway Americana at its 
best, and if you’re driving 1-95, 
you can’t miss it. But just to make 
sure, the billboards appear from 
the Virginia-North Carolina bor- 
der to the South Carolina- Geor- 
gia border. 

That’s fewer than in the past, 
when 250 signs ran from Phila- 
delphia to Daytona, Fla. 

Times have also changed the 
nature of the signs. They’ve become

more politically correct by eliminat- 
ing most of the exaggerated Spanish 
and broken English puns. 

South of the Border has a histo- 
ry as colorful as its lights at night. 
It actually started as a beer stand. 
Alan Schafer and his father were in 
the beer and wine business in North 
Carolina, but when the area went 
dry, they moved across the border 
to South Carolina to set up shop 
in 1949. 

Legend has it that when Scha- 
fer ordered building materials a 
few years later, they were deliv- 
ered to “Schafer Project South of 
the [North Carolina] Border.” He 
thought that was kind of catchy and 


named his new enterprise South of 
the Border. From there it was a no- 
brainer to add Pedro and the Mexi- 
can theme. 


These days. South of the Bor- 
der is a $40 million enterprise 
with nearly 20 shops, eateries, a 
motel, two gas stations, camp- 


site, fireworks, a convention cen- 
ter, amusement park, a gigantic 
revolving Mexican sombrero and 
the statues. In addition to the Pedro 
collection, there is a big gorilla, a 
huge golf ball, some sea captains, 
a few flamingos and a blue rhinoc- 
eros. The motel is even said to have 
a haunted room. 

As intriguing as all that is. 
South of the Border is not gener- 
ally thought of as a destination 
by itself. Millions of people have 
stopped there for food, gas, bath- 
room breaks or just to air out the 
kids. And millions of others have 
passed right by, wide-eyed and 
shaking their heads in wonder. 

But to go there on purpose? 

Susanne Pelt, who is public rela- 
tions director and personnel direc- 
tor, says it happens more often than 
you might think: “People from up 
North and people from farther 
South sometimes meet here in the 
middle for their family reunions.” 

Some people even have their 
weddings there. As a notary pub- 
lic — or “Pedro of the peace,” if you 
will — Pelt figures she’s tied the knot 
for about 500 couples. 

She says one couple wanted to 
get married inside the towering 
sombrero with a Doberman pin- 
scher as an attendant. 

“The bride said it was her baby,” 
explained Pelt, “and it wore apinkbow
